GAME FROM DAYTONA 


JOHN ROBERTSON SAFE; NOT 


WITH CREW OF BIG DIRIGIBLE 


Receipt of Definite Informatio n Brings General Feeling of 


Relief to New Smyrna and Vicinity as It Was Feared 


Local Boy Might Have Been Lost 


That John Robertson, son of Mr. and Mrs H N Robert- 


son of this city, was not a member of the crew of the huge 
dirigible ZR-2 when it exploded and fell in England Wednes- 
day afternoon, is assured by the receipt of a cablegram by 
his parents here, saying: "I AM SAFE. LOVE. JACK." 
The cablegram was sent from Howden, England, and was re- 
ceived here at 9:20 o'clock yesterday morning. 


The latest information given out is that 17 Americans 


were in the crew at the time of the accident and onlj one of 
these escaped with his life. The only Florida man lost was 
Lieut. Helm Foyt of ClearwVer. The balance of the crew 
of 49 were English men, 27 of whom lost their lues

A committee of 


five growers was named to make these 
Investigations, asccitain the cost of 
ships and whr.t Loats can be obtained 
This 
committee '.vs instructed to 


have these investigations completed 
and be ready to report to mother 
meeting cr.lled for September 1. 


In the discussion it was pointed out 


that it might be possible to purchase 
•some of the vessels held by the United 
States shipping board and have them 
equipped with the proper refrigeration 
and made ready in time to handle 
-shipments of fruit this season. 
The 


plan as discussed call for ships to be 
loaded with fruit at Tampa, the citrus 
Iruit to be shipped to that city by 
rail, and the journey to the eastern 
markets to be made around by way of 
Key West. This would make a water 
journey of about 2,000 miles to New 
"York, and the fruit shipped from Cali- 
fornia by water was carried practical- 
ly 10,000 miles. 


If the experiment is made and 


proves successful it will give New 
.Smyrna a splendid 
opportunity to 


•come* to the front by the opening of 
Mosquito inlet to ocean-going vessels, 
-and citrus fruit from all parts of the 
state could be shipped here by rail 
.tuid loaded on ships for transportation

ernment of complete and whole heart- 
ed co-operation. 


• Under the 
plan of campaign 
the 


squad, composed of experts who are 
thoroughly familiar with every detail 
of the workings of the war risk in- 
surance act and the vocational re- 
habilitation act, will get in personal 
touch with every man who has a claim 
or who thinks he. may have a claim, 
take up his case as an individual 
proposition, avoid lengthy and nerve 
racking correspondence, and get re- 
sults. 


With that thought in view the squad 


will visit centers in every state in the 
southeast and before the campaign is 
concluded, every county in the section

JOHN ROBERTSON SAFE; NOT 


WITH CREW OF BIG DIRIGIBLE 


Receipt of Definite Informatio n Brings General Feeling of 


Relief to New Smyrna and Vicinity as It Was Feared 


Local Boy Might Have Been Lost 


That John Robertson, son of Mr. and Mrs. H. N Robert- 


son of this city, was not a member of the crew of the huge 
dirigible ZR-2 when it exploded and fell in England Wednes- 
day afternoon, is assured by the receipt of a cablegram by 
his parents here, saying: "I AM SAFE. LOVE. JACK." 
The cablegram was sent from Howden, England, and was re- 
ceived here at 9:20 o'clock yesterday morning. 


The latest information given;out is that 17 Americans 


were in the crew at the time of the accident and only one of 
these escaped with his life. The only Florida man lost was 
Lieut. Henry Hoyt of Cleanv^ter. The balance of the crew 
of 49 were English men, 27 of whom lost their lives.

Our next place of entertainment, 


like Pensacola and Santa Fee. contests 
with St. Augustine the honor of be- 
ing the site of the oldest white set- 
tlement in America, 
claiming 
that 


here was the-first settlement by Spain 
and was called St. Augustine but be- 
cause of its exposure to attacks by 
Indians and not commanding approach 
to harbors and after many trying ex- 
periences on the part of settlers, Fort 
Caroline (now San Mateo) was erect- 
ed and all moved thereto, and later 
to what is now St Augustine. 
We 


were shown the ruins of an old Span- 
ish mission practically within the city 
limits. 
In excavating for a shell 


formation which is used for perma- 
nent road building the foundation of 
an ancient fort was found, its exist- 
ence heretofore not being known, al- 
though a portion of the city had been 
erected over it. 
Evidence of long 


habitation is evidenced by mounds of 
clam and oyster shells for miles along 
the shores. Many pieces of pottery, 
bones, stone and shell implements are 
found, in these mounds as the material 
of their construction is a favorite one 
for road building. The old mission 
is known to be of Spanish origin be- 
cause of its perfect construction and 
of Spanish inscriptions 
on 
candle- 


sticks and bell. 
Several old wells 


with lining and curbing of eoqiiina 
rock are ,/still within the city limits. 
Here one of the tragedies of the Wes- 
tern 'Hemisphere was enacted. Turn- 
bull's colony of white women slaves 
which developed thousands of acres 
for snjai cane and indigo. 
Old in- 


digo vats overgrown with forest veg- 
etation and the canals that drained the 
fertile lands are mute evidences of 
that tragedy.

istence for More Than Two 


Thousand Years, 


During its existence of more than 


two thousand jear.s there have boen 
twelve varieties oE the game of polo. 


The earliest form known was primi- 


tive, consisting of feats of horseman- 


"s?Mp and skill. The early Persian form 


described in Shamana was a highly- 
organized game with rules, played by 
four on each side. In Persia, in the 
Sixteenth century, the grounds were 
800 by 170 yards, and the play resem- 
bled the rough football of the same 
period in England. This game became 
more highly organized in the next 
century. 


The Byzantine form played at Con- 


stantinople in the Twelfth 
century 


used a leather ball the size of an apple 
and a racquet. The Chinese, game, in 
rogue about 600 A. D., was played 
with a light wooden ball. The Jap- 
anese, form, popular in feudal times, 
still survives under the name of dakin, 
or ball match. 


In an ancient Indian variety the 


Bides are ranged up on opposite ends 
of the grounds and the ball Is thrown 
to. This is probably the form of the 
game which reached India from Persia 
and is represented today by Manipur 
and Gilgit polo, though these forms are 
rougher than the old Indian game.

POLO PLAYED FOR CENTURIES 


Game Is Known to Have Been in Ex- 
' 
istence for More Than Two 


Thousand Years, 


During its existence of more than 


two thousand jears ihore have been 
twelve varieties oE the game of polo. 


The earliest form known was primi- 


tive, consisting of i'eats of horseman- 


"s?Mp and skill. The early Persian form 


described in Shamana was a highly 
organized game with rules, played by 
(oar on each side. In Persia, in the 
Sixteenth century, the grounds were 
800 by 170 yards, and the play resem- 
bled the rough football of the same 
period in England. This game became 
more highly organized in the next 
century. 


The Byzantine form played at Con- 


stantinople in the Twelfth 
century 


used a leather ball the size of an apple 
and a racquet. The Chinese game, In 
Togue about 600 A. D., was played 
with a light wooden ball. The Jap- 
anese form, popular in feudal times, 
still survives under the name of dakia, 
or ball match. 


In an ancient Indian variety the 


Bides are ranged lip on opposite ends 
of the grounds and the ball Is thrown 
to. This is probably the form of the 
game which reached India from Persia 
and is represented today by Manlpur 
and Giigit polo, though these forms are 
rougher than the old Indian game.
